Argentina has extended its restric- 
tions on exports of millfeed, accord- 
ing to trade sources with contacts in 
the South American country 

It was reported this week that an 
embargo has been placed on shipments 
of milifeed during February and 
March against sales already made 
Previously it was reported that an 
embargo had been placed against new 
sales but that shipment would be 
permitted on transactiops already 
completed. 

Reports of Argentina's action va- 
ried, however. Other trade sources 
said that Argentine government had 
merely banned sales of millfeed in all 
positions thus extending the ruling 
which prohibited sales during Janu- 
ary-April. These sources said that 
no embargo had been placed on mill-

WASHINGTON A new pricing 
policy to be followed by the Com- 
modity Credit Corp. on sales of its 
commodity inventories to buyers for 
domestic use was announced Jan. 30 
by Ralph S. Trigg, president of CCC 
The announcement follows a com- 
parable announcement Jan. 18 on the 
CCC policy regarding sales to export 
buyers. 

Included in the surplus commodi- 
ties listed for sale during February 
are 15 million bushels of wheat, 100 
million bushels of corn and 13% mil- 
lion bushels of oats 

The new policy provides for month- 
ly publication of the quantities of 
various commodities available for 
sale to domestic buyers, together 
with the prices at which they are 
available. The current list of com- 
modities and prices—effective until] 
the March list is issued—-includes the 
following commodities: wheat, oats, 
corn, barley, dry edible beans, flax- 
seed and raw linseed oil, peanuts, 
cheddar cheese, butter and non-fat 
dry milk solids. 

In general, the prices carried in 
the current list are set at the mini- 
mum levels prescribed by the Agri- 
cultural Act of 1949, which requires

Production of dairy feeds has held 
up very well, with the demand for 
hay increasing.

He suggested that 
some name other than “flour” be used 
to designate the product, and that 
effort be made to have it considered 
mainly as a fortifying ingredient for 
food products. As much as 38% of 
the soy flour manufactured since 1944 
has gone into bakery goods, he added, 
while 20% has been used in meat 
products and 11% by institutions 

Mr. Brierley said that 26 countries 
use American soy flour. Approxi- 
mately 900,000 tons have been used 
for human consumption since the 
start of the war 

“I think that we will have to pass 
along to the research men of the in- 
dustry and to the men of the North- 
ern Regional Research Laboratory 
the major portion of the job in 
promotion of soy flour,” he pointed 
out. “While soy flour has grown over 
the last six or seven years from less 
than 1% in volume of soybean oil 
meal to over 9% in the 1947-48 crop 
year, it still is a long way from the 
place that it should rightfully have 
in human consumption. Increasing 
its use in human consumption is 
going to depend largely on improve- 
ment of products or else a new swing 
to protein as a food selling point in 
this country 

“I think that we will have to rely 
on the former if we are to do the 
job in the near future and it, there- 
remains to the scientists of the 
industry of the Soya Food 
Council, of the Northern 
Research Laboratory, and 
of collaborating universities to do 
this job of ferreting out the weak 
points in soy flour and improving the 
product to a point where it can 
get universal recognition as the best 
und cheapest source of high quality 
vegetable protein.”

Price Support Loss 
of $81,962,000 
Sustained by CCC 


WASHINGTON — Ralph S. Trigg. 
president of the Commodity Credit 
Corp. reports that $3,645,129,000 
was invested in CCC price-support 
program loans and inventories as of 
Dec. 31, 1949. He says the corpora- 
tion sustained a net realized loss of 
$81,962,000 in carrying out this pro- 
gram during the current fiscal year 
through December 

The net realized loss on the CCC 
price-support program for the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1949, was $254,- 
000,000 

Of the total investment of $3,645,- 
129,000, loans outstanding totaled $1,- 
920,064,000, including $764,054,000 of 
commodity loans held by lending 
agencies, $957,084,000 held by the 
CCC, and $198,926,000 of loans ap- 
proved but not fully processed. In- 
ventories acquired under loan, pur- 
chase agreement and direct purchase 
operations represented an investment 
of $1,725,065,000 

Price-support operations in four 
commodities accounted for the bulk 
of the loan total. These commodities,

As of Dec. 31, 1949, the 
CCC had in use $3,343 million of its 
statutory borrowing authority, Le., 
actual borrowings totaled $2,576 mil- 
lion‘and obligations to purchase com- 
modity and storage loans held by 


lending agencies amounted to $767 | 
million.

In addition, other current operat- 


ing obligations of the CCC amounted 
to $553 million, some part of which 
may be liquidated by the use of 
borrowing authority. These current 
operating obligations included pur- 
chase agreements amounting to $156 
million, and loans in process amount- 
ing to $199 million, as well as other 
current liabilities consisting of ac- 
crued liabilities, accounts payable, 
and commitments on storage facility 
loans 

The corporation has a paid-in cap- 
ital of $100 million and at times it 
receives advances from purchasers 
of commodities. These funds reduce

Results of Research Discussed 
at Distillers Feed Conference

try the results of research work 


' when the council's annual feed con- 


ference took place in Cincinnati Jan 
24. As the council's reports develop 
each year they present a clearer pic- 
ture of the values of distillers’ feeds 
and give the feed industry helpful 
general nutritional information as 
well 

In addition to preliminary reports 
on some new research, this year's 
program confirmed a number of par- 
ticularly advantageous uses of distill- 
ers feeds and further established their 
place in industry formulas. 

Cc. B. Knodt, who with others at 
Pennsylvania State College has been 
doing much work with distillers solu- 
bles in calf feeds, described a milk 
replacement formula which produced 
52 Ib. whole milk. In 
rates of growth and general appear 
ance the calves equaled those raised 
on 350 Ib. whole milk 


Replacement Formula 

The milk replacement formula is 
composed of 50 Ib. dried skimmilk, 
10 tb. whey, 10 Ib. distillers solu 
bles, 10 Ib. soluble blood flour, 5 Ib 
oat flour, 7.75 Ib. dextrose and 4.90 
lb. brewers yeast, together with .10 
Ib. irradiated yeast, .22 Ib. stabilized

Equal results were obtained, Mr

One pound of the replacement mix- 
ture was mixed with 9 Ib. water at 
100° F. After a week of feeding 
colostrum, 2 Ib. of the replacement 
water mixture is fed with 2 Ib. whole 
milk twice a day for the second week 
The third through sixth week 5 Ib. of 
the replacement water mixture was 
fed twice a day, seventh week 6 Ib 
twice a day and eighth week 6 Ib 
once a day 

In the past two years, 200 calves 
have been used in the study of some 
18 different formulas at Penn State 
The starter which was fed consisted 
of 406 Ib. yellow corn meal, 300 Ib 
wheat bran, 400 Ib. crushed oats, 
140 Ib. linseed oj! meal, 280 Ib. soy- 
bean oil meal, 140 Ib. dehydrated 
alfalfa meal, 100 Ib. cane molasses, 
100 Ib. dried skim milk, 100 Ib. dis- 
tillers solubles, 05 Ib. irradiated 
yeast, 10 Ib. dicalcium phosphate, 10 
Ib. ground limestone, 10 Ib. iodized 
salt, 3 Ib. vitamin A feeding oil. 
The calves were limited to 6 Ib. a 
day of the starter until 16 weeks 
of age

ufactured feed, Dr. Raymond T. Park- 
hurst, nutritionist, Lindsey-Robinson 
Co., Inc., Roanoke, Va., told the con- 
ference. The value of corn distillers 
dried solubles for egg production as 
a supplement for soybean oil meal 
in the absence of animal protein 
sources, has been proved, he said 
The factor or factors responsible for 
the improved egg production are as

Corn distillers dried grains with 
solubles, although relatively high in 
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He stated that distillers feeds are 
evaluated by the feed industry nutrn- 
tionists on the basis of their chemical 
composition, nutritive values, palata- 
bility, supply and supplier, and the 
uniformity of composition, texture 
and color of product. Greater uni- 
formity of products is needed, indi- 
cating a need for more quality con- 
trol, Dr. Parkhurst suggested. He 
submitted a table showing the chemi- 
cal composition of distillers feeds 
based on a mash bill of 70% corn, 
20% rye and 10% barley malt. This 
table and Dr. Parkhurst’s complete 
address will be printed in a future 
issue of Feedstuffs. 

“Corn distillers dried solubles have 
proved a very effective vitamin sup- 
plement in combination with certain 
APF concentrates,” said L. D. Mat- 
terson, University of Connecticut, in 
discussing the subject of “Distillers 
Solubles for Rapidly Growing Broil- 
ers.” “The philosophy that it is the 
right combination of ingredients that 
pays off in broiler rations has been 
advanced,” he said 

Feeding Trials Cited 

Mr. Matterson cited a number of 
Connecticut feeding trials for the 
purpose of testing various sources of 
APF. One such experiment was a 
comparison of a natural 
APF (condensed fish solubles) plus 
butyl solubles against a commercial 
APF concentrate plus distillers solu 
bles. Each ration was supplemented 
with lysine and methionine so as to 
approach the amino acid balance 
found in a good broiler ration. In 
this combination, Mr. Matterson re 
ported that in a relative cost 
distillers solubles and commercial 
APF have the edge to the extent of 
$57 per 1,000 birds. He added that 
with the present prices for amine 
acids these rations ure entirely im 
practical, but they do show that it 
is possible to get good results on al 
plant rations. “When the future gives 
us amino acid supplements at a rea 
sonable price, the feed industry will 
no doubt use them,” Mr. Matterson 
said 

No feed meeting these days is com- 
plete without a discussion of APF 
and this topic was given a complete 
and able presentation by Dr. W. W 
Cravens of the University of Wis 
consin.

Production Summarized 

Mr. Boruff reported that the pro 
duction of distillers feeds in 1949 to- 
taled 332,200 tons, consisting of 274.- 
800 tons of dried grains and 57,400 
tons of dried solubles. Indications for 
1950 are for about the same to pos- 
sibly a slightly smaller tonnage, he 
said. 

Max F. Cohn, president, Sunset 
Feed & Grain Co., Inc., Buffalo, sum 
marized the feed supply and require- 
ment situation.

WASHINGTON—The total supply 
of feed concentrates for 1949-50, in- 
cluding feed grains, by-product feeds 
and an allowance for wheat and rye 
for feed, is estimated at 180 million 
tons, the U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture points out in its Feed Situa- 
tion report. 

This supply is about 5% above the 
big supply of last year and nearly 
ome third larger than the 1937-41 
average. After allowing for a pros- 
pective 3 or 4% increase in the num- 
ber of grain-consuming animal units 
to be fed during the year, the sup- 
ply per anima! unit is a little larger 
than the previous record supply for 
1948-49, and about one fifth larger 
than in the immediate prewar years 

The number of grain-consuming 
animal units to be fed is expected to 
be larger than in any of the past 
three years, although considerably 
below the high level reached during 
the war 

Estimates of the 1949 production of 
feed grains in the December annual 
crop summary slightly increased the 
estimated feed supply from that of 
a month earlier. In general the 1949 
growing season was one of the best 
in history for feed crops 

The December estimate of the corn 
crop — 3,378 million bushels was 
21% above the 1938-47 average and 
has been exceeded only by the record 
production of 3,682 million bushels 
in 1948. The estimated production of 
oats was 7% above average and the 
sorghum grain production was the 
second largest on record. Barley pro- 
duction, on the other hand, was 22% 
below average, as a result of the 
smaller acreage seeded. 


Wheat Feeding Small 

With the record supply of feed 
grains this year and with feed grain 
prices low in relation to the price of 
wheat, the quantity of wheat fed in 
1949-50 probably will continue near 
the low rate of the past year. During 
the 1948-49 feeding season (October- 
September) 145 million bushels of 
wheat were fed to livestock, about 
three fourths of which was fed on 
farms where produced. During the 
current feeding season, wheat pur- 
chased for feed probably will con- 
tinue smal] and will again be confined 
largely to damaged wheat or that un- 
fit for human consumption 

The total supply of by-product 
feeds available for livestock feeding 
in this country will again be large 
for the 1949-50 season, probably close 
to the high level of last year. The 
large 1949 crops of soybeans and 
cottonseed and another large supply 


‘ 


of flaxseed are expected to result 
in a record or near-record production 
of oilseed cake and meal during the 
coming year. The quantity of ollseed 
cake and meal available for feeding 
in the U.S. is expected to be some- 
where near the record of 7.3 million 
tons fed in 1948-49. Production of 
wheat millfeeds is expected to be 
smaller in the 1949-50 season, as a 
result of some further reduction in 
the quantity of flour produced for 
export 

The total production of hay in 
1949--estimated in December at 99.3 
million tons—included record ton- 
nages of alfalfa and lespedeza. Tota! 
production was about the same as 
1948 and also close to the average 
of the past 10 years. This year’s pro- 
duction plus the estimated carryover

of about 15 million tons gives a to- 
tal supply of about 114 million tons, 
slightly smaller than in 1948 and 
the smallest in recent years. 

In relation to the number of hay- 
consuming livestock, however, the 
supply is about the same as the big 
supply per animal unit of 1948. 
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Hay supplies were conserved by bet- 
ter than average fall grazing. Hay 
supplies are generally ample in most 
areas of the country, except in the 
north Atlantic region and in other 
areas, principally in the northern part 
of the country where dry weath- 
er reduced the 1949 production.

In addition to the big produc- 
tion this year, a record large carry- 
over of about 30 million tons was on 
hand at the beginning of the 1949-50 
season, about four times the small 
carryover in 1948. 

The 1949 corn crop was the fifth 
crop since 1942 that exceeded 3 bil- 
lion bushels. The increased production 
of corn in recent years reflects the 
upward trend in yield resulting from 
improved production practices (in- 
cluding use of hybrid seed} and from 





favorable growing seasons during 


most of these years. In only one year 
of the previous 30 years (1912-41) did 
production exceed 3 billion bushels, 
although acreage in that period was 
generally higher than in recent years 

The corn supply, estimated in De- 
cember at 4,193 million bushels, is 
more than a billion bushels above the 
supply for 1937-41 and nearly 400 mil- 
lion bushels larger than the previous 
record supply of 1948-49. A consider- 
able part of the increase in the corn 
supply from the prewar average, how- 
ever, will be held under price-sup- 
port programs during the current 
marketing year.

Pennsylvania 
had the same number as last year 
Texas showed an increase, but the 
number on feed in every western 
state was down from last year. Colo- 
rado and California, the most impor- 
tant feeding states in the West, 
showed decreases of 6% and 24%, 
respectively. Elsewhere in the West 
fewer cattle were on feed, and in 
nearly all cases the reductions were 
substantial. 
More Lightweight Cattle 
Reports from cattle feeders in the 
Corn Belt on the weight of cattle 
on feed Jan. 1 this year show a larg- 
er proportion of lightweight cattle 
than last year. Cattle weighing 600 
lb. or less accounted for 31% this 
year, compared with 23% last year 
The number of cattle on feed weigh- 
ing over 900 Ib. comprised 27% of the 
total this year, compared with 4% 
last year 
Corn Belt cattle feeders report a 
substantial increase. in the propor- 
tion of cattle that has been on feed 
less than three months. The number 
on feed less than three months 
amounted to 79% of the total Jan. 1, 
compared with 74% last year. Corn 
Belt feeders intend to market 33% 
of the Jan. 1 number before April 1 
This is considerably less than report- 


| ed last year, when feeders intended 


to market 42%. However, actual mar- 
ketings of fed cattle in the first three 
months of 1949 were more rapid 
than reported intentions 

This year, based on data now avail- 
able, the number of fed cattle re- 
ceived at Corn Belt markets during 
the next three months is expected to 
be smaller than last year. The number 
that are better grade slaughter cat- 
tle is also expected to be smaller 
The increase in marketings of fed 
cattle from the Corn Belt, as a re- 
sult of the larger number on feed 
there, is expected to show up in late 
spring and summer, according to cat- 
tle feeders’ plans Jan. 1

He says that just to get 
his pent up feelings out of his sys- 
tem. Most farmers expect you to 
show them that they can make a 
good profit. Do not let them down 


Offer to Help 

Offer to work on a test feeding 
program with the farmer. This will 
send the farmer home, willing to ex- 
pend more time, labor and thought 
on solving his problems. He'll pro- 
duce more for himself. If he goes 
home discouraged, with no construc- 
tive feeding program to put to work, 
you may lose a customer. 

There are a number of things which 
farmers can do to increase their in- 
come. Ask them if they are doing 
these things. If they aren't, they have 
something to work on 

What are these steps? Here they 
are: 

1. The farmer should follow the 
best feeding program available and 
stick to it for a definite length of 
time, keeping accurate records tc 
check on its progress 

2. He should cull nonproducers and 
feed only those animals and fowl 
which will return a satisfactory prof- 
it through good production 

3. He should breed up stock. He 
can't expect A-1 results with breeds 
and strains that rate B or C. It just 
isn't reasonable. 

Show the Way 

If you ask farmers if they are fol- 
lowing all these three points, Mr 
Dealer, you will get them thinking 
along constructive lines. They will 
see ways in which they can improve 
their present feeding procedure. All 
the farmer wants is to see the way 
He is not lazy.

Most assuredly a neat, clean, at- 
tractive store, with good lighting and 
display is an asset these days.

Product knowledge and employee 
training, too, are very vital. The feed 
industry has a wonderful profit story 
to tell farmers, but those who tell 
the story must know what to tell 
and how to tell it.

Show and convince him that 
the product has been subjected to 
practically every reasonable trial so 
that he is able to buy and use a 
product which will deliver the goods

stretching suggestions and see that 
every farmer in your area gets the 
list. This will convince many of them 
that you are sincere and earnest 
about helping them get the most 
profit from their feed purchases

unprofitable) lines and will govern 
the conduct of his business accord- 
ingly. 

Kaow why big-profit limes are 
bought. Salesmen of feed—like sales- 
men of anything else—are prone to 
“go blind” insofar as customer-buy- 
ing urges are concerned. Put differ- 
ently, many a feed salesman is con- 
vinced he knows why persons buy a 
certain brand of mash, and yet he 
is totally incorrect in his interpreta- 
tion 

Sure enough, such feed salesmen 
may sell substantial quantities of a 
certain brand of mash, even though 
they don't know why customers really 
buy it. But doubtless they could sell 
much more—-even double or triple 
their sales—if they really knew what 
motivated customer-buying. 

They sell “in spite of themselves.” 
They sell because some customers are 
very anxious to buy this brand of 
mash regardiess of sales appeals 
used on them. But they do not sell 
a maximum of that particular brand 
because they do not know the sales 
appeals that will motivate a ma- 
jority of potential customers to 
buy it. 

What has been said here about 
sales appeals applies equally well to 
appeals used in advertising and other 
store promotional devices. You catch 
the most customers for a product if 
you use the appeals that are attrac- 
tive to the majority. 

The important thing then is to 
learn why people really buy your 
major profit lines. And the way to do 
this is through sound principles of 
business reseerch 

One way to do this in a retail 
store is to develop a series of ques- 
tions to be asked of buyers of your 
big-profit lines. Such questions as the 
following should be asked: 

“Why do you buy this brand of 
feed instead of some other brand? 
What do you particularly like about 
it? What is superior about it in com- 
parison to other brands? What ad- 
vantages does it offer you?” 

Ask questions such as the above 
of about 100 of your customers of big- 
profit lines. Keep track separately of 
the responses for each line. When 
you have the necessary number of 
answers, group them according tq 
type an analyze your results. 

These results will give you vital in- 
formation about what motivates buy- 
ers to buy the lines that make you 
the most money. You may, of course, 
fine a variety of things.

Mr. Feed Dealer, you know how 
much farmers like to eat. They'll love 
to come and have free coffee and 
baked goods, especially the baked 
goods made by their own wives and 
friends. And it will be your brand 
of flour that is used in the baking. 
and you should thereby demonstrate 
to folks how good that flour is and 
how worthy it is of being used regu- 
larly by farm families 


Increased Traffic 

Under such a promotion plan the 
farm women do all the baking and 
the cash you spend for flour and 
prizes and coffee will not run into too 
large a total. Then, too, from the in- 
creased store traffic, you should be 
able to sell enough additional mer- 
chandise to pay for the contest cost 
and net a good profit besides. And 
you should secure some regular cus- 
tomers for your flour 

Let us say that you also sell cake 
flour or that a certain type of cake 
can be baked with your regular flour 
It might be a good idea for your wife 
to bake a sizable cake for each anni- 
versary of any important farm organ- 
ization in the trade area and present 
this cake to them with your compli- 
ments 

Such organizations usually have 
anniversary meetings. You can tell 
them ahead of time that a large cake 
is coming, and the cake can then be 
listed on the refreshment schedule 
There might be anywhere from 10 
to 50 farmers at such an affair. You 
can bake enough cake to handle the 
crowd. Or, if the attendance is larger, 
the organization's committee can ar- 
range to buy a cake or two some- 
where to round out the refreshment 
schedule 

A stunt like this will not be too 
costly, especially if a member of your 
family makes the cakes. You'll create 
a lot of good will, and you'll build 
sales for your flour, too. There are 
probably not more than 25 organiza- 
tions serving farmers in your area 
That would mean 25 anniversaries 
each year and 25 cakes 

There is still another angle that 
can be used. You can have your wife

Formula Feed Sales 
Growth Shown in 
Texas Report 


COLLEGE STATION, TEXAS 
The estimated tonnage of commer- 
cial feed sold in Texas increased 
from less than 500,000 in the fiscal 
year 1906-07 to more than 3 million 
im the year 1948-49, according to a 
bulletin issued recently by the Texas 
Agricultural Experiment Station 

The bulletin titled “Commercial! 
Feeding Stuffs,” shows a feed ton- 
nage of 455.505 in 1906-07. By 
1917-18, the total for one year passed 
the one-million-ton mark. It went 
over 2 million tons in 1941-42 and 
over 3 million in the following year 
1942-43. Total tonnage for the fiscal 
year ending Aug. 31, 1949, was 3.- 
161,690 

The estimated tonnages were com- 
puted from the sale of tax tags, as- 
suming that all the tags sold during 
the period were used for feeds sold 
during that period 

F. D. Brock and M. P. Hollernan 
of the feed control service, authors 
of the report, point out that it is im- 
possible to give complete data on 
the number of tons of the various 
classes of feed sold for consumption 
in Texas because some manufacturers 
purchase blank tax tags and are not 
required to report the various classes 
of feed upon which the tags are used 

The figures represent only the ton- 
nage of commercial feeds regulated 
by the Texas Feed Law and do not 
include whole grains or unregistered 
feed ingredients brought into the 
state for use in manufacture of 
formula feeds

WASHINGTON—Charies A. Cary 
a chemist in the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture for 32 years and one of 
the nation’s pioneers in dairy nutri- 
tion research, will retire Jan. 31 

Born Jan. 24, 1880, at Wisconsin 
Rapids, Wis, Mr. Cary has been a 
member of the Bureau of Dairy In- 
dustry since its creation in 1924, and 
since 1940 he has been head of the 
division of nutrition and physiology 
He began his government career in 
1917 in the dairy division of the Bu- 
reau of Anima! Industry 

Mr. Cary has conducted and di- 
rected fundamenta! research on chem- 
ical, biochemical and physiological 
problems related to milk secretion 
nutrition of dairy cows and the nu- 
tritive value of milk and milk prod- 
ucts. Some of his studies on protein 
metabolism in the dairy 
contributed materially to feeding for 
more economical milk production

Hugh R. Stevenson, Minneapolis

Although prices received by grow 
ers for turkeys during the last six 


| months of 1949 averaged about 23% 


lower than in 1948, feed prices dur- 
ing 1949 averaged 20% lower, thus 
largely offsetting the lower turkey 
prices. 

The Bureau of Agricultural Eco 
nomics will not publish estimates 
of numbers of turkey breeder hens 
until late in March. However, reports 
from the leading turkey egg produc- 
ing states, based on the number of 
breeders tested this season compared 
with last and on association surveys, 
would indicate that there will be suf 
ficient hatching eggs at reasonable 
prices to meet the demand in 1950 
Turkey egg producers and hatchery- 
men, in general, had a prosperous 
year in 1949 and are expected to pro- 
vide an adequate supply of hatching 
eggs and poults to take care of the 
1950 demand 

1949 Conclusions 

For the year 1949, the number of 
turkeys raised was 4% more than 
Jan. 1 intentions. This happened be- 
cause during the hatching 
turkey prices held fairly steady and 
feed prices declined 4% below the 
January level when farm 
stocks of feed grains and favorable 
feed grain prospects became evident 
In 1948 the increase in number of 
turkeys raised was 11% larger than 
intended Jan. 1, 1948, when increas- 
ing turkey prices and prospects of 
record feed grain production and low 
er feed prices resulted in a large late 
hatch 

In 1947 the number of turkeys 
raised was 2 larger than intended 
Jan. 1, 1947, when higher feed prices 
and lower turkey prices than a year 
earlier continued throughout the 
hatching season. In 1946 when an un 
certain feed situation developed dur 
ing the hatching season, producers 
raised 3 less than they intended 
on Jan. 1 

In 1945 the

Congressman Turns Heat on CCC

WASHINGTON— Information that 
a relatively small country elevator 
had been waiting more than eight 
moriths to receive $7,000 due it from 
shipments of grain to the Commodity 
Credit Corp. has aroused Rep. Joseph 
P. O'Hara (R.. Minn.). Mr. O'Hara 
is on the warpath against reportedly 
widespread and gross inequities which 
have occurred against grain elevators 
as the result of mismanagement at 
CCC field offices. 

Mr. O'Hara said last week that 
scores of complaints received at his 
office reveals that the particular in- 
stance mentioned above is not an 
isolated example but frequently the 
case where country shippers have 
consigned grains to CCC. Contribut 
ing to the inefficiency of the CCC field 
offices is the fact that the country 
shipper is denied the use of terminal 
commission merchants to protect his 
interest on shipments of CCC grain 
stocks when they are ordered out of 
country stations for movemert to 
terminals. 

The Minnesota congressman dis- 
played copies of correspondence from 
all classes of country shippers, pri- 
vate and cooperative, indicating to 
him that the CCC inefficiency went 
right across the board without re- 
gard to the shipper 

Invelve Many Abuses 

The negligence on the part of the 
CCC field offices involves many types 
of abuse of the country shipper's 
rights, this correspondence disclosed 
Abuses of inexcusable nature are 
also shown. For example, one country 
station reported that in July it 
shipped two cars of oats to CCC and 
received grades and weights showing 
that each car was short 950 pounds 
Yet CCC failed to send the paid 
freight bill to this shipper, prevent- 
ing him from filing a shortage claim 
with the carrier. This condition was 
six months old at the time it was re- 
ported to the congressman 

An end to these abuses is forecast 
now that these country shippers have 
appealed to congressmen like Mr 
O’Hara who are familiar with these 
problems. Heretofore the country 
shippers have entered complaints with 
regional CCC offices without remedy 
There is a strong suspicion that these 
complaints have been buried at the 
regional offices and have not been 
forwarded or reported to CCC head- 
quarters here. One CCC official here 
reported that it had not received 
any complaints from country shippers 
regarding the exclusion of terminal 
commission merchants from the CCC 
grain movement. 

However, in a communication to 
Mr. O'Hara one shipper says, “Our

Effective February 1, 1950, a new and more accurate 
method of measuring the units of Vitamin A in fish liver 
oil is being used by all vitamin suppliers. Federal and 
certain state enforcement officials have indicated that 
they will use the new method.

This new 
method is the result of several years of productive re- 
search work to find a more accurate measure of Vitamin 
A without the use of the biological method which is 
time consuming, costly and lacks precise repetition of 
test results. 


ADVANTAGES OF THE NEW METHOD 


Buyers will now have a more powerful tool to evalu- 
ate correctly the Vitamin A potency of fish liver oils 
offered them, based on a closer estimation of biological 
response, a situation which has not readily been possible 
heretofore, because there was no suitable method of 
quick accurate assay. 

Feed manufacturers should have greater assurance 
that the Vitamin A added to their feeds will have more 
uniform biological activity. The old method commonly 
used measured Vitamin A potency plus some other fac- 
tors which unfortunately did not have Vitamin A activity. 


IMPORTANT DIFFERENCES IN OLD 
AND NEW METHODS 


According to the information now available, assays 
using the new method show that on the average the 
units of Vitamin A are about 25% less than by the old 
method. Actually, the difference on each particular lot 
of Vitamin A may vary widely, generally within a range 
of from 5 to 40% lower by the new method than by the 
old. These wide variations are, of course, due to differ- 
ences in fish species, quality of fish liver oil, area from 
which the Vitamin A raw materials have been obtained, 
fishing season, and many other possible reasons. No one 
can predict with accuracy what lower percentage a par- 
ticular lot of oil will show according to the new method 
as compared with the old. 


WHAT CAN MANUFACTURERS DO 
ABOUT THIS CHANGE? 


Because the reduction in Vitamin A values as shown 
by this new method is by no means a fixed amount on 
individual lots of oil, some of the leading producers of 
high quality feeds have decided that for the time being 
at least, they will add to their feeds the same number of

all those general statements about 
production. Look over the facts you 
present. Are they true’? Are there 
enough facts in what you say to 
get the prospect stil] more interested’? 

I am certain that if every dealer 
who tries to sell feed would plug 
in a wire recorder before he talks, 
he would get a tremendous surprise 
when he later played back that re- 
cording in his office 

Here is what he would discover. He 
would find that he exceeds his own 
estimate in some parts of the pres- 
entation and that he falls below his 
own expectations in other parts of 
the presentation. The strong and 
weak points of the presentation are 
there for him to hear. Voice inflection, 
diction, tone, attitude, etc., will all 
be in that recording 

Knowing what your strong and 
weak points are, you can work hard 
to correct the weak features, and 
then you'll find that not so many 
prospects will say to you, “Well, I'll 
think it over and let you know.” 

Do they ever let you know their 
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decision? Very seldom. That's 

a polite way of refusing you. If the 
subject of buying your feed is to be 
brought up again, you'll have to do 
it. There are exceptions, of course, 
but they are mighty few 


Study Feed Folders 

If you do not want to try the re- 
cording idea, you can help yourself 
in still another manner. Take one of 
those fine booklets which your manu- 
facturer gives you, telling all about 
his feeds. Make a one-page outline 
of the important points in that feed 
folder 

Now study each point carefully 
Do you cover every fact in your sales 
presentation to a prospect? If you 
don't, you can incorporate the points 
you are overlooking and strengthen 
your sales presentation. Thus, you 
can interest more prospects and hold 
them until you wind up the transac- 
tion. 

The manufacturer of your feeds has 
hired competent men to present every 
sales point of those feeds and in the 
best understandable words. You make 
no mistake by incorporating much or 
all of this material in your sales 
presentation, even if you put it in 
your own words. 

If you watch the prospect's reac- 
tion to your sales talks, you'll soon 
know if he is interested. And by 
strengthening your sales presenta- 
tion by monthly improvement, you'll 
find that you'll be doing more sell- 
ing. Then fewer prospects will break 
off the interview, saying, “Well, I'll 
think it over and let you know.” 

Now and then in your sales pres- 
entation, Mr. Feed Dealer, stop to 
allow the customer to speak, even if 
he raises objections. In fact, if the 
prospect voices objections, it means 
that he is interested 

Some dealers try to shout down 
objections. They think that when a 
prospect objects, he is showing sales 
resistance which must be overcome 
Objections are questions which need 
to be answered, but they also mean 
that the prospect is interested. This 
is the dealer’s opportunity to make

When the prospect begins voicing 
objections, some sales persons be- 
come angry. They fail to see the 
sales signal embodied in the objec 
tion. And, in becoming angry and

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argumentative, they tear down all 
the favorable sales reaction they have 
built prior to this point in the inter- 
view. 

I know dealers who weicome objec- 
tions raised by prospects because this 
gives them a better idea of what the 
prospect is thinking. These wise deal- 
ers regard objections in the proper 
light-—-requests for more specific in- 
formation on certain points 

The mere fact that a prospect will 
listen for several minutes to a dealer 
talking about feed or other products 
shows that he is interested. If the 
prospect makes an excuse and walks 
away without buying after such a 
length of time, the dealer has failed 
somewhere along the line. It's difficult 
enough to get prospects to listen five 
minutes or more to 4 sales presenta- 
tion. If you have gotten that far, 
don't ruin that fine spade work by 
becoming argumentative or lapsing 
into general statements and unwar- 
ranted claims. 

The customer sometimes does not 
buy because the salesman talks be- 
yond the natural closing point of the 
sale. Just because a customer listens 
intently for a few minutes to your 
talk about feeds does not mean that 
he wishes to continue listening after 
he is convinced he should buy. He 
wants to make the purchase and 
go home and use the feed. He has 
heard all the talk he wants to hear 
Know when to stop and conclude the 
deal. Then some of those prospects 
will reach for their pocketbooks a lot

Telephone Courtesy 

I have been in hundreds of small 
and medium-sized retail establish- 
ments during the past few years, and 
I am amazed at the lack of cour- 
tesy and business efficiency some 
sales persons show in the use of the 
telephone. Dealers may answer in a 
gruff, unintelligible mumble and say, 
“Yes?” This in effect challenges the 
customer to ask for anything and 
naturally chills his buying urge 

When the conversation is finished, 
some dealers and their clerks slam 
down the receiver—which plainly 
tells the caller that the telephone 
call was an undesired interruption 
The bang of the receiver is like a 
slam in the face, even if the dealer 
does not think so at the time 

Just stop to think occasionally 
about that telephone and its use, 
Mr. Dealer, and wou will get the 
true perspective. You installed that 
telephone so that it would be more 
convenient for you to do business, so 
that customers could contact you and 
you could contact them in any kind 
of weather 

That telephone is a sales and serv- 
ice instrument. Each time it rings, 
you have an opportunity to make a 
favorable impression on someone. By 
good telephone manners, you may win 
new customers and hold old ones 
One telephone call, courteously re- 
ceived, may bring in a customer who 
will spend $500 or $1,000 or more an- 
nually. One telephone call, answered 
gruffly and uncooperatively, may lose 
$1,000 worth of business for you 

Try jotting down the number of 
telephone calls which come into your 
store every day and the number that 
go out. You'll be amazed at how 
many there are, and each is a con- 
tact with some other person, many | 
of them customers or prospects 

If you have a pleasant telephone 
personality, prospects and customers 
will learn to like to telephone their 
needs to you, to ask about new prod- | 
ucts, etc. You will sell much mer- 
chandise via the telephone if you use 
it properly 

“Just a minute, I'll look it up for 
you.” That is sometimes a necessary 
phrase to use on the telephone in 
answer to an inquiry, but the less

Decide what 
normally is the information asked 
for over the telephone, and have it 
handy so that you can be prompt. 


Nobody likes to wait—not even farm- | 


ers who are usually very patient. 
Be Pleasant 

It might be a good idea for every 
dealer to post this above or on his 
office telephone: “Be Pleasant.” This 
phrase would set the stage for the 
conversation over the wires. Such « 
sign would remind a dealer and all 
his employees to watch their tele- 
phone attitudes and manners. 

In a feed store many a farmer 
wants to use your telephone. Or it 
may be that someone calls him from 
his farm to give him an important 
message. Welcome such an opportu- 
nity for service. Have pencils and 
pads handy for the farmer to use 
And be sure to have the telephone 
book handy in case he wants to use 
it. Don’t bury it under a stack of 
books or magazines so that the farm- 
er must ask for it 

In quite a few instances your firm 
will receive messages which are to 
be given to customers when they en- 
ter your establishment. Regard such 
messages highly. Make every effort 
to see that they are delivered quick- 
ly and that the contents are ac- 
curate 

If your employees answer the tele- 
phone quickly, cheerfully and will- 
ingly, they are providing an impor- 
tant business asset. Prospects and 
customers will be glad to telephone 
when they want information on feeds 
and other farm items. However, if 
your firm has a reputation for being 
lax in telephone manners, you will 
keep many such inquiries away 

And when you say goodbye on the 
telephone, be sure to make your voice 
pleasant so that the other person will 
think you are glad he called and 
that you would welcome his calling 
again 

Watch your telephone technique, 
Mr. Dealer. It can make or lose cus- 
tomers for you

USDA te Buy More 
Lard Under ECA 
for Germany 


WASHINGTON—A $6,398,000 pro- 
curement authorization from the Eco- 
nomic Cooperation Administration for 
lard for Germany again notes that 
nation as a substantial leader for 
fats and oils requirements in west- 
ern Europe. It is also reported that 
ECA is currently studying a pro- 
posal of a substantial authorization 
of soybeans to Germany shortly. An- 
nouncement of this authorization, 
which may run between 4 and 5 
million bushels awaits a study of pro- 
curement specifications. 

Last year US. exports of soy- 
beans to Germany were said to be 
of an inferior quality but it is now 
planned that a better quality must 
be delivered in an effort to sustain 
demand for U.S. beans in that mar- 
ket. 

Soybean requirements for Germany 
may raise a question at USDA as to 
where there will be a substantial ac- 
cumulation of cottonseed oil and meal 
which are to be processed from stocks 
of cottonseed acquired by the gov- 
ernment under its price support pro- 
gram from the 1949 crop. It is esti- 
mated at USDA that it will have ob- 
tained nearly a million tons of cot- 
tonseed at the end of the cottonseed 
price support program on Feb. 15. 

The overhang of these stocks, it 
is argued, may raise objections over 
exports of beans to Germany but this 
possibility is scouted at ECA since 
officials say the net effect on the 
domestic oi] and meal market would 
be the same no matter which com- 
modity was exported. 

However, feed trade sources have 
urged caution in exporting beans, 
indicating that the over-all domestic 
supply is not greater than the pros- 
pective demand. For example, trade 
sources have objected to shipment of 
soybean oil meal to France on the 
grounds that the French currently 
have in prospect adequate meal sup- 
plies and that they merely want US. 
soybean oi] meal so that they ex- 
port some of the less desirable meals 
which they have in surplus. 

The Danish government is also be- 
lieved actively inquiring for a pro- 
curement authorization of 140,000 
tons of meal. Approval at ECA has 
been held up pending a further study 
of feeding operations in Denmark, 
where, it is alleged, the producers 
are feeding vegetable protein at too 
high a rate. However, US. trade 
sources doubt that this objection is 
valid, noting that animal feeding in 
the low countries has always been 
on the basis of a high vegetable 
protein content 

In a survey of foreign fats and oils 
requirements the USDA Office of 
Foreign Agricultura] Relations rough- 
ly estimates that western European 
demand for the year 1949-50 will be 
slightly less than the 1,100,000,000 Ib 
exported from the U.S. last year. ECA 
officials are not disposed to question 
this figure, but they note that part 
of the 1948-49 edible fats and oils 
exports represented advance ship- 
ments at the close of the period and 
that they believe that our outbound 
movement this year will be fairly 
close to that of the previous annual 
period. While dollar availability is 
down it is noted that price levels 
have also declined proportionately, 
thereby holding effective demand 
close to last year's level. 

In surveying foreign demand for 
fats and oil bearing materials, OFAR 
notes that Denmark and Holland at- 
tach great importance to its need 
for vegetable protein materials in its 
animal feeding plans. 

A factor which inhibits larger fats 
and oils imports to western Europe 
is the recent devaluation move by 
these governments which prices im- 
ports from the US. higher now, 
OF AR says.

meal drop, and considerable tonnage 
is reported available at $1.90 a unit 
However, some sellers, who feel that 
the fish meal market will firm up
